All of us 
pay for this waste in high 
portation rates and inadequate serv- 
ice. Electrified railroads would be 
by far more efficient. An _ electric 
locomotive uses coal more than twice 
as efficiently, pulls a longer train of 
ears and can make twice as many 
trips per unit of time. Electric 
track equipment could be used three 
to seven times more during the day. 
All this means more work with less 
man-power—in other words, econ- 
omy al) around.

James Houchin, 
a St. Louls manufacturer, and chair- 
man of the Executive Committee, 
has expressed the opinion that a 
fund of at least $10,000 will be 
needed to arrange preliminaries to 
the three-day campaign to sell the 
$2,600,000 stock.' 

Additional funds will be needed 
for taking an option on a fairground 
site. 

The campaign will be held next 
Beptember. Corporations will be 
asked to subscribe for stock equiv- 
alent to 1 per cent of their capital, 
and partnerships to give 10 per cent 
of thelr annual net income after 
the payment of taxes. Houchin is 
confident one day will suffice to 
raise the $2,500,000.

BOVINA, Tex.—From a palatial 
home in a large city to a little farm- 
house in the Panhandle of Texas, 
from a life of social pleasures to a 
quiet pastoral existence, from wealth 
in the big city to wealth on a large 
sheep ranch, all in only six years, is 
the story in a nutshell of Miss Don- 
na Gardner and her sister, Mrs. Jea 1- 
nette Hartwell of Bovina, Parmer 
County, Tex., daughters of John T. 
Cardner, a retired manufacturer <f 
Cincinnati, O. 

Six years ago a friend of the Gard- 
ner family came to West Texas and 
bought an irrigated farm. Having 
an urban soul, however, he soon 
wearied of the quiet of country exist- 
ence, and sought a buyer. Declar- 
ing they were tired of city life, the 
Gardner sisters decided to purcha3c 
the property, notwithstanding the 
fact that they had never been awry 
from a paved street and knew hot i- 
ing of farming. 

With the equipment on hand, an 
100 Jersey cows, together with a 
registered male which they had im- 
ported from England, they went to 
work. Following the plow, milking 
the cows and feeding the hogs, how- 
ever, did not appeal to them as much 
as they had thought it would. But 
they were imbued with the spirit of 
the great West and could not make 
up their minds to return to city life. 
So they disposed of their farm imple- 
ments, bought 100 sheep as a nucleus 
for a sheep ranch, and got busy— 
which is the real beginning of the 
story. 

Women Back in Five Months. 

Within five months they had made 
back the money they spent in buying 
the flock. With this cash in hand, 
and the proceeds of the farm, which 
they sold, considering it too small for 
sheep raising, they bought a 10-sec- 
tion ranch and several hundred fine 
sheep. On the place are located a 
large ranch house, stock barns, dip- 
ping vats and loading pens. The 
property is a part ofthe 3,000,000 
acres of land that were granted to 
John V. Farwell by the State of Texas 
for financing the construction of the 
State capitol. The ranch is known 
as the ““XIT." 

Last year Miss Gardner and her 
sister handled over 25,000 sheep. 
They now have 3500 sheep pasturing 
in Tom Green County and 6000 head 
of yearling breeding ewes under con- 
tract to be shipped from Arizona 
to their ranch this month. Only the 
best grade of sheep is handled and 
each year’s lambs bring high prices, 
as do the muttons and the wool 
During a recent visit to San Angelo, 
the shepherdesses sold -00 head of 
registered Rambouillet ewes. Miss 
Gardner, like the excellent sheep- 
woman she is, declined to state the 
price received for the animals. 

The labor problem doesn't worry 
these sheepwomen. Miss Gardner 
speaks Spanish fluently and employs 
only Mexican herders. 

In addition to the big sheep ranch 
which they operate, Miss Gardner 
and Mrs. Hartwell have placed 700 
acres in cultivation. The manage- 
ment of this end of the business is 
under the supervision of John Hart- 
well, son of Mrs. Hartwell, who is a 
widow. Very naturally these effi- 
eclent and enterprising women use 
only the most modern equipment, in- 
cluding a big 75-horsepower tractor. 

For Women’s Suffrage. 

“Certainly I am in favor of women 
voting,” said Miss Gardner, when 
questioned on this subject. ‘They de- 
serve equal rights with the men and 
need suffrage to improve living con- 
ditions among women workers and 
children. Women won't be hurt by 
politics, but may improve the order 
of things. My sister and I paid over 
$1600 in taxes in Parmer County last 
year, but I regret to say that I did 
not pay my poll tax. Never again 
shall I neglect that important item, 
sheep or no sheep.”

“A. M.”’ Cancels Loan to Government 
as an Example to Others 
of Means. 
LONDON, June 4.—The Chancel- 
lor of the Exchequer has announced 
the gift by “A. M.”’ of £130,000, or 


ing loan for cancellation as a con- 
tribution toward the reduction of the 
national debt. In intimating his de- 
sire to make this contribution “A. 
M.” states that he is following the 
lead of “F. 8S. T.,."" who last sum- 
mer surrendered 20 per cent of his 
means in like manner, and that his 
object in allowing his action to be 
announced publicly is “‘to encourage 
the others’’ to emulate this patriotic 
example. 

“A. M.” adds that in the course 
which he has taken he has been 


about $650,000, of 4-per-cent fund re) 


“partly prompted by the circum- 
stances that, although toll has been 
taken of the young men of my blood, 
I have been denied the privilege of 


giving my country direct personal 
service in connection with the war, 
through no fault of my own.” 

The sum of £130,000 4-per-cent 
funding loan has been transferred to 
the National Debt Commissioners 
for cancellation. 

Like “F. 8S. T.”" last year, “A. M.” 
originally announced his intention to 
make a substantial gift to the State 
toward the reduction of the National 
Debt. In a letter he expressed his 
wish to hand over to the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer £120,000 for that 
purpose. He has now increased the 
amount to 130,000. — Se Ae 
plained in his letter that it would 
have to borrow from his bankers to 
complete the amount, but he hoped 
to complete the transaction as he has 
now done. He has not disclosed his 
identity beyond stating that he is a 
retired C. O. of Volunteers, now 
about 65 years old. 


KEEPS AMUSEMENT BAN 


DES MOINES, Ia.—Approval 
the plan of the Interchurch World 
Movement was expressed by the 
Methodist Episcopal general confer- 
ence when it adopted at its closing 
session the report of a special com- 
mittee to that effect. The conference 
also recommended that the member- 
ship of the chureh assist in a further 
canvass contemplated by the move- 
ment. 

The conference voted to retain the 
ban on certain amusements. The 
vote stood 469 for retention and 212 
against. A minority report modify- 
ing the ruling was lost by a vote of 
437 to 269.

LONDON, June 12.—The Bank of 


England is to be rebuilt. The gov- 
ernors and court of directors of the 
institution for the last 25 years have 
considered the advisability of replac- 
ing the black, one-story “Old Lady of 
Threadneedle Street” with a more 
modern and commodious structure. 
The inadequacy of the venerable pile 
to meet present-day needs has neces- 
sitated the establishment, since the 


beginning of the war, of six outside 
branch offices in various parts of 
London to house the bank's growing 
army of clerks and newly created de- 
partments. 

Established in 1691, the Bank of 
England is the oldest national bank 
in. Europe. Millions of people 
throughout the world know the out- 
side of the low, black building which 
for more than two centuries has been 
the Empire's financial center. Its 
central part was erected in 1732-4, 
but the outer part, which one sees 
from adjacent streets, dates from 
1788.

MANILA, P. I., June 12.—The 18- 
hole links of the Manila Golf Club, 
less than five years old, are laid out 
over an old battle field where the 
Filipino insurrectionists and the 
Americans fought 20 years ago.

WASHINGTON, June 12.—Fifty- 
eight of the more than 1100 cities, 
towns and villages in the country 
whose 1920 census has been an- 
nounced more than doubled their 
population in 10 years. Of these 
places, 83 were in the North, which 
includes New England, New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania and the States north of 
the Ohio River, Missouri and Kan- 


sas; 17 were in the South, which in- 
cludes all States south of those enu- 
merated; and eight were in the West, 
which includes all States west of 
North and South Dakota, Nebraska, 
Kansas, Oklahoma and Texas. 
Twelve of the places were among 
those which more than doubled their 
population in the 10 years ending in 
1910.

By the terns 
of the law, a tenant who feels ag- 
grieved at charges made by tho land- 
lord may make a complaint to the 
State Raflroad Commission, which 
will hold a hearing, gathering facts 
as to the building and then fix a rea- 
sonable rental.

The landlord cannot evict a ten- 
ant who pays the charges fixed by 
the commission.

The bill enacted by the Wisconsin 
Legislature is different than any law 
enacted by any state and more par- 
ticularly differs from that in New 
York, whose Legislature has just 
dealt with the rent situation.

the earnings upon the property, it is 
assumed that the return shall not 
exceed 8 or 10 per cent.

“Robin Hood,” a comiée opera in| 
three acts, music by the late Regi- | 
nald de Koven and libretto by Harry | 
B: Smith, was first produced in Chi- 
cago June 9, 1890, by the Bostonians, 
who sang the work more than 4009 
times. The place and time are En- 
gland and the twelfth century, dur- | 
ing the reign of Richard the Lion-| 
Hearted. The first act takes place 
in the market place at Nottingham: 
the second in Sherwood Forest, and 
the third in the courtyard of the cas- 
tle of the Sheriff of Nottingham. 

As the opera begins, a scene of 
merrymaking is in progress at the 
market place.

Yet in its issue of April 14, 1920, 
the New York Globe published the 


following :— 


“With the death of Elmer Ap- 
person a short time ago the auto- 
mobile industry loses a man who 
has been an important factor in 
sts development from the very be- 
ginning. There has been some con- 
troversy as to whether Elmer Ap- 
person or Elwood Haynes was re- 
sponsible sgl the first American 
Automobile. Suffice tt to say here, 
however, that no matier whether it 
was Elwood Haynes or Elmer A 
person who furnished the idea for 
car now on exhibition at the Smith- 
sonian Institution in Washing- 
ton, labelled ‘America’s First Car,’ 
there 1s no doubt that 1t was built 
by the Apperson Brothers in the 
Kiverside achine Works. Later 
the Apperson boys, 1m association 
with Elwood Haynes formed the 
first American company for tha 
nt of motor cars—the 

aynes-Apperson Company. 
Later, the A ppersonswithdrew from 
the first organization and organized 
their own manufacturing company. 
Through all his life—and he was 
only fifty-eight years old—the soul 
of Elmer Apperson was tn the 
building of automobiles. His 
death removes not only ai we ed 
of the tndustry but a useful citizens 
aud au honorable mas.”

Built their first six-cylinder 
ear in 1907; 

Built their first eight-cylinder 
car in 1914; 


Built and designed the first 
“Chummy” roadster body; 


~ Buildmg now the first Sight 
inder motor with eighty less 
parts.

BOSTON, June 12.—Calvin Cool- 
idge of Northampton, Mass., al- 
though in public life almost ever 
fince his graduation from <Am- 
herst College in 1895, was little 


known outside of Massachusetts 
until the greater part of the police 
force of Boston went on atrike in 
Beptember, 1919. Coolidge was Gov- 
ernor. He ordered out the _ State 
Guard to patrol the streets of Bos- 
ton after a night of rioting, an- 
nounced that law and order would 
be preserved, and declared that the 
strikers were deserters and that 
their places would’ be filled by 
other men. 


The strikers never regained their 
positions. Troops maintained order 
and a new police force was _ re- 
cruited. The stand taken by the 
Governor carried his name through- 
out the country and in his own State 
he was promptly nicknamed “Law 
and Order Coolidge.”’ 


Nominee for Vice Presidency Photographed 
With Wife and Two Sons at Massachusetts Home 


As the presidential campaign of 
1920 approached, his admirers tried 
to induce him to become an active 
candidate for the Republican nomi- | 
nation for President. They had 
gone so far as to open headquarters 
for him in Washington and Senator 
Henry Cabot Lodge had offered to 
present his name to the national 
convention if the Governor so de- 
sired, when he announced publicly 
that he was not a candidate and 
that he considered that while he 
was Governor, his job was at the 
State House. Jhe headquarters was 


closed, but the. majority of the 
Massachusetts delegates went to 
Chicago with the declared intention 


of voting for him, at least on the 
first ballot. 
Born tn Vermont. 

Calvin Coolidge was born on a 
farm in the MIittle village of 
Piymouth, Vt., July 4, 1872. His 
father, in addition to carrying on 


the farm, was the village storekeep- 
er. Coolidge’s ancestors, from the 
time John Coolidge. settled in 
Watertown, Mass., in 1630, all were 
farmers. 

Young Calvin worked on the farm 
and attended the village school. 
Then he progressed in his education 
in academies in the Vermont towns 
of Ludlow and 8t. Johnsbury and 
his father sent him to Amherst Col- 
lege. At the commencement exer- 
cises he was one of the class ora- 
tors. 

Coolidge next studied law in the 
office of a law firm in Northampton 


Member of City Oouncil. 


Hie first public office was mem- 
ber of the Northampton City Coun- 
cll in 1899. Successively, he was 
City Bolicitor, County Clerk, State 
Representative for two years, May- 
or for two years, State Senator for 
four years——-the last two serving as 
president of the Senate—and Lieu- 
tenant-Governor for three years. In 
1918 he was nominated by the Re- 
publicans, without opposition, for 
Governor, and was elected by a 
plurality of about 17,000. He was 
renominated in 1919, and, aided by 
the prestige gained through his re- 
lation to the Boston police strike, 
was re-elected by a plurality of more 
then 126,000,and received the largest 
total vote ever cast for a Governor 
in Massachusetts. 

Gov. Coolidge was married in 1905 
to Miss Grace A. Goodhue of Burl- 
ington, Vt. Their two children are 
boys. He was awarded the honorary 
degree of Doctor of Laws by Am- 
herst, Tufts and Williams Colleges 
im 1919.

“Just a Minute”

$200,000 Offer 


Star Players, President 
Breadon Announces. 


President Sam Breadon of the Car- 


New York offer of $200,000 and two 
crack players for Rogers Hornsby, 
slugging Cardinal second baseman, 
had been turned down by the loca! 
management. 
Rickey had called him by long dis- 
tance telephone frorn New York and 
asked that the announcement be 


made and accompanied by a state- 
ment that 
not for sale. 

Breadon said Rickey was actuated 
by statements in Eastern newspapers 
.jthat Rickey had Hornsby on the 
.| block and would dispose of him to 
the highest bidder, presumably the 
New York Giants, famous check- 
book champions. . 

“New York has been trying to buy 
Hornsby all season,” said Breadon. 
“Several weeks ago they offered 
$150,000 and two players. We 
turned down the offer flatly. When 
the Giants were here last the Giants 
increased their cash offer to $200.- 
000. Again we refused to sell and 
said Rogers was not for sale at any 
price. President Stoneham of the 
Giants called me up after McGraw 
had returned to New York and asked 
me if I knew that Rickey had re- 
ceived the $200,000 offer. I told him 
I certainly had been informed of the 
offer. Stoneham said: ‘Well, you cer- 
tainly can't turn down an offer like 
that.” I told him they couldn't buy 
Hornsby for a million. 

“New York newspapers have been 
printing stories daily to the effect 
that the Cardinals need money, owe 
everybody and are looking for the 
highest bid on Hornsby. The trouble 
is they-realize-we finally have a ball 
club with a great chance at the pen- 
nant and they think it’s all wrong. 
We realize we have a great chance 
this year and we not only do not 
want to sell any of our strength, 
but also we realize that it would be 
suicide. We are in good condition 
financially and nobody has a chanc:? 
in the world to acquire any of our 
playing assets.”’ 
The $200,000 price on Hornsby 
sets a new record in baseball. The 
$126,000 paid for “‘Babe’’ Ruth is 
the record figure paid for a ball 
player. 

Statement From Rickey. 
Branch Rickey last night wired a 
statement to the Post-Dispatch in 
which he said he was moved by the 
repeated reports in eastern papers 
that Hornsby was for sale. He sata 
the last straw was an interview in 
which President Fibbeta of Brooklyn 
was quoted as criticising Rickey for 
the prospective sale of Hornsby to 
the Glants, whereas Charles Holiday 
wanted Rickey to hand Pep to the 
Robins. 

Rickey's statement, in part. follows: 
“The New York papers have also 
had two or three stories to the effect 
that the St. Louis club has very 
heavy obligations to meet in the pay- 
ment to Mrs. Britton for the club. All 
of these obligations have been met 
fully and promptly. There is an er- 
roneous impression back of such 
stories regarding the financial back- 
ing of the St. Louls club. 

“The coterie of men behind the St. 
Louls club are able and are willing 
to purchase as many players for cash 
as most clubs in major league bage- 
ball. And if some of the wise observ- 
ers will reveal to us the hiding place 
of a good ball player who is for sale. 
we will confidently compete for his 
services. 

“Now, as to the sale of Hornsby, 
we have been offered $200,000 in cash 
and two players for Hornsby. Our 
reply was that if you change the two 
to five, our answer is the same. ‘Not 
interested.” The Cardinals are out to 
win here and now. In any event the 
sportsmanship of our people is not 
purchaseable.”

OW can more young 
women be induced to 
enter the training schools 
for nurses? 

The situation is 
more acute in the East 
than in the Middle 

West, but even in St. Louls a single 
directory of nurses reports. that it 
often has from 25 to 30 calls for nurses 
which cannot be filled. It would like to have 200 more’ 
enrollments on its register. The higher scale of pay 
for nurses which recently went into effect did not 
make the slightest impression upon the demand. 

With a local shortage estimated at several hundred 
trained nurses, and the certainty that impending legis- 
lation in different parts of the country will provide 
positions for at least 50,000 more nurses, training 
schools generally find themselves with the small 
est number of pupils in many years. 

A canvass of the larger training schools in St. Louis 
makes it evident that these schools have, on the av- 
‘erage, about half the number of student nurses which 
they should have, and which in some way they must 
obtain. A recruiting campaign is. now being under- 
taken to remedy a situation which hospital authorities 
say must not be permitted to continue any longer. 

“Know the Joy of Service—Be a Nurse!” is the slo- 
van of a movement which originated in Chicago, and 
which has been joined by two of St. Louis’ largest bos- 
pitals. 

In a systematic way the opportunities of the nurs- 
ing profession are being placed before students in high 
schools and colleges, before various organizations of 
young women, and associations of school teachers and 
parents. The shrewd minds directing this campaign 
for the training schools decided early that a special 
effort must be made to cenvince parents of the ad. 
vantages of the nursing profession. Too often has it 
happened, they say, that a young woman would go 
home full of enthusiasm for a nurse's career, only 
to have the plan liberally drenched with cold water 
by her parents. 

There are some misconceptions about student nurs- 
ing—such as a year or two devoted exclusively to 
scrubbing floors and washing windows—-which per- 
sist stubbornly in the public memory. Whatever may 
have been the variety of training which undergradu- 
ate nurses received 20 years ago, good schools do not 
now expect them to scrub floors. 

While the pay during the three or four years of 
training is only nominal, the friends of the schools 
point out that a living, under the best conditions which 
the hospital can aford, is given to the students, and 
that they enter at once upon a profession which is 
fairly well paid, where employment is certain and 
where the opportunity for service and their social 
standing are unexcelled. 

The fact that a large percentage of trained nurses 
eventually leave the profession to get married (but very 
seldom quit nursing to enter any other kind of work) 
is not being forgotten by the campaigners for larger 
training enrollment. 

Typical of the local situation is the Missouri Bap- 
tist Sanitarium, where the training school for nurses 
has only 64 nurses in training, as compared with 
94 at this time last year, and which should have from 
150 to 200 undergraduate nurses, according to Miss 
L. MeElroy, superintendent of nurses. She said that 
the small number makes it difficult to give the stu- 
dents the different kinds of experience which they 
need, such as isolation work and public health 
service. it is difficult*to hire graduate nurses to take 
their places in the routine work of the hospital, be- 
cause the graduates can earn © Much more outside

Hospital schools report acute lack of qualified applicants, and 
one registry bureau could provide work for two hundred more 
graduates if they could be found—Situation is nation-wide, 
despite high pay and opportunity for ennobling service 


The new scale of pay for nurses gives them $6 a day 
for ordinary cases, $7 a day for mental and obstetrical 
cases, and $8 a day for alcoholic cases. 

At the Missouri Baptist Sanitarium, candidates for 
admission to the training class must have had at least 
two years in high school or its equivalent. Besides 
their living, students during the three-year course 
receive the following allowances: First year, $12 a 
month; second year, $15 a month; and third year, $15 
a month. The hours are from 7 a. m. to7 p. m., with 
two hours off during the day and an hour for meals, 
or a total of nine hours actual duty. 

The floor-scrubbing and window washing of fable 
have been replaced by a course which includes lec- 
tures upon such subjects as anatomy, physiology, nerv- 
ous and mental diseases, orthopedics, pedriatics, ob- 
stetrice, gynecology, bacteriology, hygiene, diseases of 
the eye, ear, nose and throat and internal medicine. 

In addition, the nurse in training must cultivate 
the qualities of sympathy and kindness; she must be 
factful, and she must develop self-control and strength 
of character. Indeed, there is some solid achievement 
behind the pretty uniform, the picturesque cap and the 
school pin of gold. 

Miss McElroy ‘hgrees with those people who declare 
that more recreation must be provided for under- 
graduate nurses, if the enrollment is to be increased 
to the proper figures. The shortening of heurs of duty 
is more important than the amount of the money al- 
lowance, according to Miss McElroy, who declares that 
something must be one promptly if the training 
schools would check their dwindling enrollment. 

The St. Louis City Hospital Training School for 
Nurses has only 40 nurses in training, although the 
number should be between 80 and 90, according to 
Miss Anna Gillis, superintendent of nurses, and chair- 
man of the publicity committee which has been ap- 
pointed. by the St. Louis League for Nursing Educa- 
tion. 

“It is a very serious situation,’ declared Miss Gil- 
lis. “A year ago we had 81 students, or twice our 
present figure. Last night | called up the nurses’ di- 
rectory, because we had to get another graduate nurse 
for a few days. There was just one name on the list. 
Just think of that! Only one nurse available in this 
great city of St. Louis.” 

At the City Hospital, the student nurses count their 
day from 7 a. m. to 7 p. m., with two hours for ree- 
reation time and for meals, so that they really work 
from 52 to 54 hours weekly. They also have two aft- 
ernoons off each week, one of which is Sunday. The 
students must furnish their own uniforms. They 
receive $12, $16 and $20 a month, according to the 
class. 

There are only 100 undergraduates in the Depart- 
ment of Nursing, Washington University, according 
to Miss Helen Wood, director. She said that there 
should be an enrollment of 150 aside from such spe- 
cial students as army nurses and students who come to 
Barnes Hospital for instruction in various courses 
Miss Wood is superintendent of nurses at Barnes 
Hospital and the Children’s Hospital. 

“The shortage of students is a tremendously serious 
situation,’ declared Miss Wood. “Il am not worried 
about the future, for eventually the problem will be

solved, but I am worried about the 
road between now and the future. 

“In my opinion, we must shift from 
an apprenticeship system of training 
nurses to an educational system. Ed- 
ucational institutions for both men 
and women are crowded. If the train- 
ing school can step in and show that 
it is educational and that it qualifies 
the graduate for a profession which 
is full of interest and real service as weil as sup- 
port, then | believe that plenty of students will be 
forthcoming. : 

“Never did the nursing profession offer such a va- 
riety of duties as it does today. Formerly, a nurse 
could either have employment in a hospital or she 
could choose ‘private duty,’ that is, nursing patients 
in their own homes or in a private room of the 
hospital. But now she can enter the industrial de- 
partment of the work, or school nursing, or child 
welfare, or educational work in rural communities- 
to name a few of the activities being carried on 
under the Red Cross and Federal bureaus. 

“The one key to the situation, in my opinion, is the 
interest of the public, and this is gradually being 
aroused, as people become aware of the shortage 
both in graduate and student nurses. More and 
more, I believe, will mothers consent to have their 
daughters enter the field of modern nursing.” 

At Barnes Hospital and the Children’s Hospital, the 
undergraduate nurses must be high school graduates, 
and must satisfy certain specified entrance require- 
ments the same as freshmen in the college of liberal 
arts or other departments of Washington Univer- 
sity. Hours of the student nurses are from 7 a. m 
to 7 p. m., with four hours off daily, so that they 
have an eight-hour day. They receive their board and 
lodging and laundry, as at the other training schools 
and after the first six months are also furnished with 
their uniforms and shoes. 

St. John’s Hospital, with 60 student nurses, re- 
ported a waiting list, although one much smaller 
than in previous years. The hours are from 7:15 a. 
m. to 7:15 p. m., with three hours off daily, making 
nine hours of duty, while once a week each student 
has from 1 p. m, to 9:30 p. m., and also three hours 
on Sunday. They receive, besides full maintenance, 
a money allowance of $5 a month. 

At St. Luke’s Hospital; the number of student nurses 
is just about half the usual number, the greater part 
of the deficiency being in the last two classes to en- 
ter. St. Luke’s prefers high school graduates but will 
take students who have had but three years of high 
school work. The hours are from 7 a. m. to 7. p. m., 
with four hours for recreation and meals, making an 
eight-hour day. The school gives no cash allow- 
ance, but besides full maintenance and laundry it 
furnishes students with uniforms and shoes. 

The living apartments for nurses at St. Luke’s 
are quite noteworthy for their size and comfort. Be- 
sides individual bedrooms they inelude cheerfu] 
dining rooms, spacious reception rooms, a lecture ha}! 
with waxed floor for dancing, and a tennis court. 

Miss Margaret Rogers, superintendent of the Jew- 
ish Hospital, said there were 39 students in the train- 
ing school, which was about 15 persons short. Students 
must have had two years at high school. After a pre- 
liminary term of three months, the student nurses 
receive their uniforms, text books and $5 a month. 

“From a healer, the trained nurse is becoming 
an educator,’ said Miss Rogers. “Even if she gets 
married later, the three years in the hospital will] 
make her better fitted for life afterwards than if she 
had not gotten the training. The course should be 
considered an education.”

We had been provided with ham, 
biscuits and other edibles, and 
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in the olden time Sand nearly all the 
way and heavy at that. 

Sunday, Sept. 17.—A 3 o'clock this 
morning we aroused, and soon after were 
again toiling through the heavy sand. 
The road from Las Cruces to El Paso 
never seemed so long before: nor, in- 
deed, was it. as the old road was oblit- 
erated by the flood, and the new road, 
running out near the hills on the left, is 
much longer and much worse. We had 
been traveling so long that | began to 
believe we were not far from Whites 
Ranch, but we went many a iong mile 
before that building was reached, but 
was reached, at last. and the toilsome 
ascents and descents over the rough, high 


hills still further on. A rattlesnake which, i 


lay basking in the road, with 1° rattles, 
the largest I ever saw, was killed by me 
by way of variety, and finally Hart's 
Mills, the Casa Piedar of the Mexicans, 
hove in view and was as soon passed, and 
the American town of El Paso reached. 
A few old acquaintances were spoken to, 
u few —very few-—letters got out of the 
postoffice, and then we drove over the 
river to the venerable town that had so 
long been my home, and in a few minutes 
we drew up before the house that had 
so long been my residence. Crowds of 
friends gathered around, a thousand hugs 
and embraces were given and taken, and 
by night everybody knew | had arrived. 

As the towns of El Paso have been at- 
tracting a good deal of attention during 
the past few years, a few words concern- 
ing them may not be amiss at the con- 
clusion of this overland trip, which had 
its southwestern terminus here The 
original of the two El Pasos stands on 
the right bank of the Rio Grande. in the 
Mexican State of Chihuahua it 
founded by the Spaniards over 300 vears 
azo. It “The Pass,’ from 
the fact the town stands near the 
point the Rio Grande bursts 
through a tateral spur of the great Rocky 
Mountain chain, the mountains imping- 
ing upon the river on both banks. The 
name Juarez was given the town in 1866, 
in honor of Benito Juarez, then President 
of Mexico, who had been driven out of 
Mexico City by the French, and who here 
established his capital. It was an adobe

closely-built nucleus around the public 
plaza. or square, but spreading thence 
soutoward a distance of about seven miles 
in a series of scattered ranches and small 
farms. It was a place of considerable 
local importance, and had a large trade 
with the .interior towns in the northern 
part of the State of Chihuahua. The only 
building of note was an adobe church 259 
years old, still in excellent condition and 
open daily to worshipers. The roof is 
supported by long, round joists, curiously 
carved and extending from wall to wall. 
The population today is 15.006. The city 
was governed by a Prefect (Mayor) 
Ayuntamiento (Town Council) and a 
number of Alcaldes, or Aldermen. Dur- 
ing recent years the river has made seri- 
ous inroads on the site of the town, wash- 
ing away a slice of it annually. 

When I first knew the town of El Paso 
Tex., in the vear 1857, it was called 
Smith's Ranch, having been bought three 
years before by Smith, of one Ponce, at 
which time it was called Ponce'’s Ranch 
in 185; Smith, or “Old Bill Smith,” as 
he was called, sold it to J. F. Crosby, 
District Judge: W. J. Morton, District 
Attorney, and J. S. and H. S. Gillett, the 
latter being two merchants living in the 
place, Smith retaining a fifth interest. 
There were in 1857 perhaps 20 small adobe 
houses in the place, only a portion of 
which were occupied. The population cer- 
tainly did not exceed 50, all told. Itt be- 
gan to show signs of progress soon aft- 
erwards when the great overland 
line between Memphis, Tenn., and San 
Diego, Cal., began to run its coaches 
through the place. [In 1857 there was only 
one mail a month with the States. eg 
that by the way of San Antonio.

Paso is a city of about 4, Woo 
people, with splendid buildings of stone 
and concrete and 85 miles of asphalt 
streets, eight railroads center here, and 
electric cars now from El Paso, Tex., to 
Kl Paso, Mexico, over a fine bridge, which 
has superseded the old-time dugout used 
as a ferry boat. In fact, a bustling city

HURSDAY, Sept. 14.—Two o‘lock this morn- 

ing again saw us on the road for Rob- 

lero, 28 miles off. We went along about as 

well as ever tired mules went before, and 
at last, when we reached the top of a hill, which 
we had picked upon as our camping place, we saw 
Fort Selden, some five or six miles off. We were sur- 
prised at this, as we had come much further than we 
thought we had, and had, in consequence, overdriven 
our already overworked mules. We here made break- 
fast, and after remaining in camp about two hours 
we hitched up to drive down to the shade on the rive 
bottom, to get grass and water for the mules, for they 
stood much in need of the latter. having been driven 
without it some 10 hours. We emptied the last drop 
out of our canteens before starting, and gave it to 
them. Fort Selden is not yet completely built, having 
been commenced in May of this year. It has the finest 
location for a military post | know in this country, 
We walked all the way from our last camp until we 
again made camp on the river, so as not to unmerci- 
fully distress our tired beasts. We got to the river 
at 10:30, but were obliged to camp without good grass 
The river, however, was close at hand and the mules 
once more reveled ip an abundance of good water, and 
a bath. 

With our reaching the river our trip over the dread- 
ful “Jornado” ceased. Whether the fact of our hav- 
ing attempted to come over it by ourselves, as we did, 
exhibits more bravery, or fearlessness, or foolhardi- 
ness, | will not pretend to say, but | think the last 
can carry away the. palm from the other two. We got 
through safely, thanks to our good fortune and not 
prudence. Whenever we ate, every minute or two one 
would get on the top of the ambulance and look al! 
about for evidences of danger, and so we did during 
every hour of the trip. We always selected the high- 
est point whereon to stop, so as to overlook the sur- 
rounding country. We are now about 65> miles from 
El Paso. 

This was not the first time I crossed the Jornado. 
Two years before, on the third and fourth of March, 
1863, | had traversed it, that time going across it from 
the south, while this time we entered it from the 
north. As that trip was not without interest, | will 
here briefly describe it. Our party consisted of D., 
myself, Tom Massie and our escort of about a dozen 
United States army cavalrymen. Col. ,dward B. Wil- 
lis and a number of other army officers were on their 
way to Fort Craig. We were old acquaintances and 
the party a pleasant one. The officers had 
ernment ambulance, with six mules hitched to it. 
D. and myself had a buggy, while | had. besides. a 
beautiful gray pony, as tough as wire, which | was try- 
ing to bring into the States 

On March 2, in the afternoon, we left Las Cruces 
and made camp at Roblero for the night. At 4 o’clock 
in the morning we started out. We tried to persuade 
the animals to take a long, last drink at the river Dbe- 
fore we entered upon the “-mile stretch: but the 
night having been cool, they would not drink a drop. 
We drove rapidly until we reached Point of Rocks. 
where we nooned. The day proved in- 
tensely hot. The animals had been go-

thrusting his head among us and pushing is aside in 
order to get a swallow. During our afternoon drive we 
came across the trail of Navajo Indians, who had a 
large drove of sheep with them-—ten or fifteen thou- 
sand. The trail was quite fresh-two or three hours old. 
No mercy is ever shown that much-despised animal, the 
Government mule, and those along with us were driven 
with reckless imprudence. | noticed one of these in 
the ambulance swaying to and fro, but the speed 
of the team was not relaxed until he fell over dead. 
The cavalcade halted long enough to take the harness 
off the dead beast, when we again started off at full 
speed. An bour later anotber began to totter, worn 
out with fatizue, and want of water, and the amovu- 
lance only stopped when the animal lunged forward 
and fel) dead. But we drove on with the remaining 
four, and a while after sundown reached the Laguna 
del Muerto, which at that time contained considerable 
Water, and was several hundred vards across. The 
shores were muddy and we had to xo through it for 
some distance to get our animals to the water. We 
camped right on the shores of the lake, made coffee, 
ate heartily of the Government supplies the officers 
hud along, and then spread our blankets for the night. 
We had just fallen into our first sleep when a tremen- 
dous commotion aroused me. I! raised up and looked 
around me just in time to see a big mule plunging aud 
staggering wildly within a few feet of me, seemingly 
striving to keep his feet. There was no time to jump 
up and avoid him, so | quickly lay down again, when, 
fortunately, he sheered sidewise and fell a few feet 
beyond me, dead. Owing to the hard work of the 
day he got what is known as the “blind staggers,’ and 
in his crazy antics came plunging among wus. fortu- 
nately no one was hurt, but how he missed trampling 
and crushing some-of us will always remain a wvs- 
tery. 

We left the lake on Wednesday morning, March 4, 
at daybreak, but not before | had shot several fine 
cucks, which kept skimming over the water. We 


camped tor breakfast after a drive of about eight

l rode Col. Willis’ mule, being anxious 
to save my pony as much as possible. 


miles. At 10 oclock we again started out, and at sun- 
down reached Fort Craig. During the day we killed 
two more mules, just as we did those on the previous 
day, and as a consequence the two remaining ones 
were barely able to drag the ambulance to Fra Cris- 
tobal, where it was left until mules could be sent down 
from Craig to take it up to the post. Just as we were 
nearing the northern entrance of the Jornado we met 
Capt. Roberts, an old friend, at the head of a company 
of soldiers, who was trying to intercept the Indians 
with the sheep, whicb we so nearly encountered on the 
previous day. He said the sheep had been stolen 
more than a uundred miles above, in New Mexico, and 
had been driven down behind the San Andreas Moun- 
tains, and it was believed (and correctly, as the seque! 
proved) they would cross the Jornado about where we 
met them, in order to cross the Rio Grande at a wel! 
known ford. | learned afterwards that when the Nava- 
jos got to the river with their booty it was so much 
swollen they could not ford it. This gave Capt. Rob- 
erts time to catch up with them. The sheep were near- 
ly all recovered, but, as a matter of course, no In- 
dians were killed or captured. 

At 2 oclock we concluded to go down further and 
hunt a place with better grass,-so we hitched up and 
drove three miles further, when we came to a good 
spot and made camp for.the night. In the evening | 
took a glorious bath and made a complete change in w\ 
wearing apparel, having discarded every stitch of 
the clothes | had on, on the banks of the pond, and 
putting on clean garments once more. The change 
made me feel like a new man. We also, for the first 
time in many days, or rather nights, slept well. We 
made our bed under a tree, and, while the mules pick- 
eted close by, went to sleep without much care, taking 
off for the first time in a long while, our boots, pants, 
etc., and had a glorious rest. . 

Friday, Sept. 15.—About 5 we again started off. in- 
tending to camp. somewhere about the water holes be- 
low Fort Fillmore for the night and go to El! Paso 
some time on Sunday, but we soon discavered that 

our mules had done their last traveling and 
could do no more. So |° went on ahead a 
little to tind a camp below Las Cruces and 
ran over to Grandjean’s mill to have a talk 
with Grandjean. About half a mile below 
frown | made a camp and made coffee and 
boiled some corn and awaited D.'s arriva! for 
breakfast. He soon came on horseback, ac- 
companied by Ulysses Grandjean, who in- 
sisted on our going back to the mill 
with them. So after breakfast we 


We had plenty of lunch and were, —< 
therefore, not compelled to do any ~<a 
cooking. We had brought several kegs A 
of water in the ambulance, and, there- f 


fore, did not suffer, but the animals 
were much in need of water. ‘1 re- 
member that while we were standing < 
around one of the kegs, pouring the 

Water into a tin cup, my pony heard 
the gurgling sound and «ame rp. 
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put in Grandjean’s horses and drove 
up to their house. Henry Grandjean 
will put in his own horses in the 
morning and go with us down to El 
Paso, sO Our poor mules are over 
their bard, hard trip. We had a 
most excellent dinner beetsteak 
rice, chicken, cabbage, coffee—and it 
seemed the best I ever sat down to. 
They can hardly do enough for us.

HE history of 100,000 “cases” with 
which the St. Louis Red Cross Home 
Service Bureau has had to do, each 


neatly arranged in a separate folio and 

filed, forms the record of achievement 

left by Miss Blanche Renard on her 

recent retirement from two years’ serv- 
ice at the head of this department. - 

The total of 100,000 represents only the individual 
soldiers in the cases. In its ramifications each case 
may involve a family or group of persons, so that 
100,000 falls far short of an estimate of how many 
persons have come in contact with the bureau. 

How many romances, how many tragédies, how many 
family skeletons, how many records of endurance and 
heroism, lie buried in those file cases—how many 300- 
page novels with exceptional denouments might be 
constructed from the nucleus provided #y any one of 
those folios—is easy to imagine, for each case is in- 
cident to some one of the family upheavals caused by 
the great war, which precipitately altered the desti- 
nies of individuals even as it did the destinies of na- 
tions. 


But one of the primary principles. upon which the 
bureau is conducted is that each appeal, because of 
the intimacy of fhost of them, shal! be absolutely con- 
fidential, so that no amount of inquisitiveness will 
prevail upon the custodians to permit a glimpse with- 
in one of the file cases which line the walls of the 
geveral office rooms now on the tenth floor of the 
Equitable Building. Most of the filing drawers are 
marked ‘closed cases,” the final disposition of the 
records being still problematical. though one end 
of one room, peopled by a 


of 100,000 individual soldiers, ranging 


acter, while am inherent sympathy and interest serve 
abundantly to protect any number of secrets, any 
amount of confidence reposed in her. 

“Our work at first was the maintenance of liaison 
between the seldier in the field, the sailor on the sea 
and his loved ones at home,” she said, “the guiding 
principle being that a worried soldier makes a poor 
fighter. We tried especially to see that dependents 
left behind were taken care of. Much of our work 
during the war was seeing that allotments and insur- 
ance papers reached their destinations, and tiding 
over periods of temporary financial] distress with loans 
or other arrangements. We had the assistance of the 
Bar Association in straightening out many entangle- 
ments incident to money and property and guardian- 
ship. Then we ministered to many appeals of the 
sick, especially. during the influenza epidemic. We 
had always the co-operation of the Medical Associa- 
tion, each member volunteering any amount of free 
service to families under our protection. 

“Then, after the war, came the tracing of the missing 
and re-establishing communication .with friends and 
relatives who had become separated. This work is bs 
no means concluded. Our fame at locating the miss- 
ing seems to have spread,:for we are daily intrusted 
with missions of this sort from far quarters. Among 
unfinished cases is that of a man who wishes to 
find a son who disappeared in 1900, the last heard of 
him being when he enlisted in the army. And here is 
a certain James Ryan who wants to find a sister who 
was married, date unknown, in a Catholic Church at 
‘Spring and Grand.’ 

“Frequently, these days, we are appealed to for the 
address of ‘buddies, and the other day we located 
by means of personals in the newspapers a sweetheart 
who had been lost sight of. We had a letter from the 
boy saying, “That third personal did the work.’ We 
are constantly being asked to locate men who may 
have seen a certain soldier fall in action and can give 
details of his fate. e 

“Yes, occasionally somebody attempts to abuse this 
service. A request from an officer in the army of cc- 
cupation at Coblenz, that we find for him a certain 
type of correspondent, a brunette, I believe, and a 
widow or maiden of independent means, object matri- 
mony, we had to turn down as being not exactly in 
our line. Our mission is the promotion of happi- 
ness, but without incurring unnecessary risks. 

“We have prided ourselves on undertaking any 
mission wherein a soldier was interested, and natural- 
ly the range and variety of serviee have been wide. 
Anything from a safety razor and“a tube of tooth 
paste to a payment for street pavement and ap in- 
stallment on a farm out West, we have been asked 
for. and these particular items I know have been sup- 
plied. No case is so trivial or so unimportant that we 
do not investigate every feature of its merits. Ap- 
plicants frequentiy become impatient of what they call 
red tape in this office. but every investigation is to

comedy, from pathos to heroism—During war organiza- 
tion maintained liaison between soldiers and sailors in 
service, and loved ones at home—Since the war, it has 
traeed the missing and re-established communication be- 
tween separated relatives and friends—Appeasing fam- 
ily estrangements, and reconciling lovers’ quarrels: 
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be regarded as laboratory work. Thougt it may seem 
unnecessary in some instances, each helps toward the 
efficiency of the whols system. 

“Then we must investigate, because we do not want 
to make the mistake of pauperizing a soldier. We 
do not want any man to lose self-respect or become 
unnecessarily dependent through us. On behalf of 
the men it should be said they err on the side of not 
Claiming all they are entitled to from the Government. 
Most of our work now has to do with the rehabilita- 
tion of the discharged soldier, and usually we must ap- 
prise him of what he may claim in the way of com- 
pensation, medical care and vocational training. 

“We will undertake to do anything for any man 
who has been out of the service less than a year, and 
any disabled or partially disabled soldier. The em- 
ployment bureau we took over from the Demobilization 
Bureau is in a flourishing condition. We usually have 
20 or 30 more jobs to offer than we bave applications 
for employment. 

‘When we go into the history of many. men who ap- 
ply for jobs we find they are in need of medical treat- 
ment for some ailment to which the war contributed. 
Many need dentistry or treatment for eye or lung af- 
fections caused by gas or other effects of the war, and 
the Government is anxious to make amends as far as 
possible for disabilities attributable to the war. We 
file their claims, also claims for delayed compensa- 
tion. We have received instructions from the War 
Risk Bureau ia the way of informing men how they 
may realize on insurance, while encouraging them te 
keep up thefr insurance Replacing lost discharge 
papers, making affidavits, applying for naturaliza- 
tion papers—these also are among our undertakings. 

“Actual loans and disbursements of money are the 
cases which are most @elicate and difficult to handle. 
We do not dispense money without thorough investi- 
gation. Transportation for a parent to visit a son ill 
in hospital is often a just claim, in which case we buy 
the railroad ticket instead of giving actual cash. A 
destitute family. in arrears with their rent, may be

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N HIS twenty-third year—the vear after he had 
graduated from college and gone up against the 
cold, cold world—Johnny Tuttle's sunny nature

In this last entry one sees a ray of hope for Johnny, 
a spark of possible redemption.

EAR READERS: 
We ran into a heavy storm soon after we left 
Yokohama, a 90-mile wind broad on our star- 
board beam, which made the ship lay well over
